TEL AVIV. — No matter what 
the next 10 years bring — more 
agreements or armed conflict — Is- 
rael must keep its military strength 
at a high level, Defence Minister 
Shimon Peres 5818 here last night. 
He was to the annual 
Armoured Corps Day meeting at 
Yarkon Park. 

A militarily weak Israel would 
only invite war and make peace 
unattalnable, be warned. The 
strengthened Armoured Corpa plays 
a major role in this he noted, 
saluting the role of the tank. And 
the lessons of the last war — the 
need for defence against missile- 
bearing infantry — had been ap- 
plied, with both foreign and locally- 
made equipment. 

Israel now lay between two con- 
flicting trends in the Arab world, 
he said. Egypt had signed the Sinai 
accord, after being impoverished by 
25 years of pouring its resources in- 
to arms. 

The Syrians, on the other hand, 
were building a military coalition 
around themselves, consisting of 
Jordan and Iraq. “And we cannot ig- 
pore any war preparations,” he said. 

Last night's meeting included a 
sound-and-light programme, songs, 
slides and brief sketches acted out 
in simulated battle conditions. It 
‘was a modest, ev ceremony, 
with guests sitting on shell cases 
and a request for donations to help 
—_ the bill included in the invit- 
ations.

WASHINGTON. — The State De- 
partment has labelled as “out- 
Fageous" and has “categorically 
denied" a report that high Admin- 
instration officials, before giving 
Congresa secret documents ebout 
U.S. assurances to Israel, had made 
stylistic changes to be able to trace 
future leaks to the press. 


“To accuse us of doing this is 
outrageous,” State Department 
Spokesman Robert Funseth said 
yesterday in response to questlons 
about the report that appeared in 
“The New York Times.” “We cate- 
gorically deny it.” 


Diplomatic correspondent Leslie 
H. Belbd quoted Administration offi- 
clals as saying that the documents, 
which had been leaked to columnist 
Jack Anderson and published in 
the press, had a numbering style 
that were unique to the copies that 
had been provided to 
committees, thus proving that the 
leak to Anderson came fronmr Con- 
gress. 

Anderson flatly denied this. “The 
documents did not come from Ca- 
pitol ἘΠῚ," he said. “They came 
from the State Department.”

State Henry Kissinger was still un- 
able to reach agreement with com- 
mittee members regarding public 
disclosure of U.S. assurances pro- 
vided to Egypt and Israel in the 
Sinai agreement. This further delay- 
ed Congressional approval of a re- 
solution authorizing the stationing 
of 200 American civilian technicians 

in the Sinai buffer zone. 

Kissinger, who was due to return 
to the committee late yesterday 
afternoon (around idnight Israel 
time) for another attempt at solving 
stalemate, was still refusing to go 
along with the committee's unani- 
mously-approved proposal that the 
Administration certify in a letter 
from the President to the Congress, 
or in sworn testimony by Kissin. 
ger, that all U.S. assurances to the 
parties had been made known to 
the Congress, 

“It Kissinger would have agreed 
to this proposal yesterday morning,” 
one informed Congressional source 
said, “then the committee would 
have moved quickly and probably 
approved a resolution on the tech- 


nicians by Friday or Saturday.” 
The committee voted yesterday 


to postpone additional public hear- ἡ 


ings on the resolution until Monday 
-- thus preventing a final Congres- 
sional vote until at least the middle 
of next week, at the earliest. Kis- 
ginger is due to return today to

While the Senate Forelgn Rela- 
tions Committee was meeting with 
Kissinger, the House International 
Relations Committee, which must 
also approve a resolution on the 
techniclans, began “marking up” & 
resolution.

Police find 
press for forged 
petrol coupons

TEL AVIV. — <A printing press 
allegedly used for counterfeiting 
petrol coupons worth millions of 
Pounds was uncovered by !ocal po- 
lice here yesterday. Four persons, 
including the owner of the press, 
were arrested. 


On Wednesday the First Inter- 
national Bank and the Industrial 
Bank had reported that at least 
10,000 coupons had been faked, and 
temporarily suspended their use. 

The search for the press began 
on Tuesday, when a clerk at the 
First International Bank in Tel 
Aviv noticed that vouchers he was 
recelving for payment differed 
stightly in colour and print from 
the usual coupons. On Tuesday, 
113,000 worth of vouchers surfaced 
at First International, and three 
times that amount appeared on 
Wednesday, according to Yosef Nah- 
mias, the bank's deputy director. 
He said a Tel Aviv service station 
owner who usually receives only 2 
few coupons each day reported on 
Tuesday he had received dozens of 
vouchers worth several thousand 
pounds, ‘ 

Police Sergeant Amikam Noy 
heard from another gas station at- 
tendant that two men in a blue 
Ford Transit had offered to sell him 
fuel vouchers worth 11,000 at a 20 
per cent discount. Noy later spotted 
such a vehicle with two men in it 
and had two policemen check their 
Hcences. The police found vovchers- 
worth millions of and 
111,000 in cash in the van. 

Nahmias, who is a former ins- 
pector-general of police, said the 
bank may now begin printing vou- 
chers with magnetic numbers, or 
issue credit cards.

Thousands at funerals 
for Spanish policemen 


MADRID. — Police officers 


mourning: slain colleagues 
demand the resignation of 
Spain’s liberal-inclned premier

Shouts of “we want justice, not 
clemency” and “justice yes, pardon 
no” continually disrupted funeral 
services for the three policemen, 
gunned down by terrorists on Wed- 
nhesday morning. 

Premier Carlos Arias Navarro, 
attending the services with his full 
Cabinet, stood with tears rolling 
down his cheeks ag plainclothed po- 
licemen shouted: ‘You wanted to 
open Spain up politically, and this 
is the price we are paying. If you 
have any honour left, resign." 

As incensed attacked 
foreigners the second straight day, 
the Interior Ministry and army 
scambled to crash the terrorist ac- 
tivities that have squeezed the Gov- 
ernment between foreign demands 
for clemency and domestic demands 
for crackdown.

New black state 
will cede from 
Pretoria in 1976 


JOHANNESBURG UPI). — South 
Africa's most advanced black home- 
land will cede from Pretoria’s rule 
and declare independence on Octo- 
ber 26 next year, Chief Minister 
Kaiser Matanzima of the Transkei 
said yesterday. 

It was the first announcement of 
a firm date for the birth of a new 
black state in cooperation with the 
white government of Premier John 
Vorster, Hight black homelands are 
being prepared for self-rule under 
Pretoria’s policy of separate racial 
development. 

The Transkei will have a coastline 
and an Indian Ocean port but will 
Temain financially dependent on 
South Africa. There are two million 
inhabitants, most of ‘the Xhosa tribe.

Doctors won’t 
castrate two 
child molesters 


SAN DEEGO, California (UPI). — 
Two child molesters may have to 
spend the rest of their lives in pri- 
Son because they cannot find a 
doctor to perform the “humani- 
tarlan service” of castrating them, 
a judge said on Wednesday. 
Superior Court Judge Douglas R. 
‘Woodworth, saying he had τὸ 
choice, imposed indefinite prison 
sentences on Joseph A. Kenner and 
Paul R. de la Haye, both 45. 
After state psychiatrists report- 
ed that the men did not respond 
to therapy and did not appear 
Wkely to change, the judge offered 
them a chance to remain free on 
probation or suspended sentences if 
they were castrated. 

Both men and their lawyers spent 
months to find a surgeon 
to perform the operations. 
Kenner’s attorney said more than 
& dozen doctors refused. Most cited 
the possibility of malpractice suits 
and fear that a court could rule 
that men facing life in prison 
could not give truly free consent 
to such an operation.

IATA forecasts

OSLO (UPI). — The International 
Air Transport Association (IATA) 
yesterday concluded its 31st annual |:

“We are flying cheaper than we} j 
did 10 or 20 years ago, while during [1 
the same period hotel and res- 
taurant prices have gone up 100 per 
cent,” he said. “I believe an increase 
in air fares will not meet too much 
objection from the public.” 

IATA's traffic committee on Wed- 
nesday overwhelmingly recommend- 
ed a three per cent across-the-board 
fare increase to take effect De- 
cember. Since the delegates cannot 
set fares, an unusual volte by mail 
will be taken as soon as possible 
with unanimous approval required 
for acceptance.

France to build $300m. 
fertilizer plant in Syria 
DAMASCUS (AP) — France has 
agreed to build a $300m. nitrogen 
fertilizer plant that officials said

Seifo signed the contract with Nor- 
bert Segard, French minister of 
foreign trade, who ended a visit to 
Syria yesterday. 

The plant will be erected by the 
French consortium Creuzot-Loire 
and will be completed in three years. 
Its capacity will be 1,050 tons of 
ammonia and 1,000 tons of urea 8

A softly disintegrating community

THESSALONIKI. — 


IN THE OPALESCENT air of this ci- 
ty. the Jewish community is dis- 
integrating softly but ineluctably. Its 
president, David J. Benveniste — 
punctilious, elegant, chain-smoker 
(two years with the Partisans, three 
years in the regular army), suffers 
from no self-deception about this any 
more. His own daughter, after a re- 
cent visit to Israel, has declared she 
is going there to study. His wife, a 
WIZO activist, attends conferences 
in Tel Aviv regularly.

The clue of the glove print 


LONDON (UPI). — A senior 
British police officer said last 
week London's Scotland Yard 
police headquarters has 
perfected a method of detecting 
and identifying prints left by 
criminals wearing gloves at the 
scene of a crime. 

Police Commander Gerald 
Lambourne, head of the 350- 
strong fingerprint department of 
Scotland Yard, wrote in an arti- 
cle in the “Police Journal" that 
he first hit on the idea soon after 
he joined the force in 1947. 

He said during 17 years’ study 
of different makes of gloves he 
was able to establish that no two 
gloves ever leave exactly the 
same print. 

Lambourne said all gloves 
become impregnated with the 
perspiration of the wearer. 

“Consequently, when a glove 
comes into contact with a 
smooth, hard surface,"’ “Lam- 
bourne wrote, “a layer of the 
grease is sometimes deposited in 
much the same way as an un- 
protected finger will leave a 
fingerprint. 

“As with fingerprints the 
grease deposit from the glove 
ean be made visible by skilful 
application of a fingerprint 
search powder. The layer of 
grease left by the gioves is, by its 
mere nature, not as strong and 
dense as a fingerprint but 
nevertheless is detectable, 
recordable and, in certain cases, 
can be reliable as a fingerprint

Lambourne said every glove 
can be “individualized” in many 
ways: “The material it was 
made from, the way it was put 
together or stitched, handstitch-

—i.e. cuts, abrasions and burns. 
Some or all of this data can be 
revealed in a glove impression 
left at the scene of the crime,"

A special ‘‘glove file’ has now 
been established at Scotland 
Yard, where detectives in- 
vestigating criminal cases can 
ask for ‘matching prints” which 
are stored in an index which can 
be turned up in seconds, he con- 
eluded.

OF ALL the events upon which I 
have touched, none is so hard for 
me to write about as the war of 
October, 1973, the Yom Kippur 
War. But it happened, and so it 
belongs here — not as ἃ military 


account, because that_I leave ~ 


to others, but as a near-disaster, 
a nightmare that I myself ex- 
perienced and which will always 
be with me. I found myself in a 
position of ultimate bili- 
ty at a time when the State faced 
the greatest threat it had known. 

The war began on October 6, 
but when I think about it now my 
mind goes back to May, when we 
received information about the 
reinforcement of Syrian and 
Egyptian troops on the borders. 
Our intelligence people thought 
it was most unlikely that war 
would break out, but nonetheless 
we decided to treat the matter 
seriously. At that time, I went to 
G.H.Q. myself. Both the 
Minister of Defence (Moshe 
Dayan) and the Chief-of-Staff, 
David Elazar, who is known 
throughout the country by his 
nickname, ‘“Dado,"’ briefed me 
thoroughly on the armed forces" 
state of preparedness, and I was 
convinced that the army was 
ready for any contingency — 
‘even for full-scale war. Also my 
mind was put at rest about the 
question of a sufficiently early 
warning. Then, for whatever: 
reason, the tension relaxed. 

In September we started to 
receive information ahout a 
puild-up of Syrian troops on the 
Golan Heights, and on the 13th of 
that month an air battle took 
place which ended in the down- 
ing of 18 Syrian MIGs. 

‘Despite this, our intelligence 
people were very reassuring. 
The continued Syrian reinforce- 
ment of troops was caused, they 
explained, by the Syrians’ fear 
that we would attack. 

On Wednesday morning, Oc- 
tober 3, after further evidence of 
Syrian activity, I met with 
Dayan, Allon, Galili, the Com- 
mander of the Air Force, the 
Chief-of-Staff and, because the 
Head of Intelligence was sick 
that day, with the Head of 
Military Intelligence Research. 
‘There were things that disturbed 
them, but the military evalua- 
tion was still that we were in no 
danger of facing a joint Syrian- 
Egyptian attack, and, what is 
more, that it was very unlikely 
that Syria would attack us alone.
